Admiral Steven* requested that they be brought to 
the attention of Mi'. Wisner immediately.

1. £a*t German riot* appear to offer opportunity iO; Radio Liberation 
to appeal to Soviet troop* not to shoot or oppr*** the worker*. Sa*t 
i*l mu worker* are striving for the fundamental right* which worker* 
everywhere should have but which are lost under the oppression of the 
Communist Party. Worker* are doing only what Soviet worker* would do 
if they had the chance. Regime statements that error va* made In in- 
creasing norms show* workers have power, but Soviet troop* should not 
intervene. H«re 1* concrete ease where Radio Liberation can effectively 
apply important point* of Its past propaganda to armed forces Please 
cable summary of your treatment. 



2. Suggested handling of last Herman riot* j (1) Soldier* and workers: 
Do not allow yourselves or the peoples* police to be mood against work- 
er* of Berlin and other East Harman worker* who fight for better condi- 
tion* and for a freer Ilf*. Who are you, soldier* or gendarmes? Who 
are you, son* of the people or hangmen of the people? (Semlanov is a 
professional Cheklat, a theme which should be tied in with above). (2) 
For the Soviet Army: This is the first toot of whether they are for the 
regime or for the people. Are they defending the regime of concentra- 
tion camps, purges, repression*, or are they defending the rights of the 
people? (3) Ivory defeat of Communism, regardless of whore it takes 
place, weakens the position of Communist dictatorship in our country. 

The Herman worker* are fighting our battle, (k) Tie up events in last 
Germany with event* in Chechoslovakia to show that, people are fed up 
with Communism. Plant the hope that the people of the Soviet Union will 
In due time join this united front.
